We do not recommend planting 
during June and July (on account of the temperature only), some growers not 
having a proper location in which to start them. 

We can undertake to deliver sound, firm bulbs, any time during the year, and 
have demonstrated this fact for the past three years at the Society of American 
Florists’ Convention, where we have exhibited (during the month of August) 
Lilium Longiflorum bulbs grown in Japan the year previous, and kept in cold 
storage for 12 months after being harvested. 

The bulbs, when properly treated after planting, usually flower in 2 or 3 
months, and coming into flower, as they generally do, out of season, they bring 
very fancy prices, and from the fact that very little heat is required, there is no 
expense for coal, which makes them a very profitable article to grow.

During the months of October and 
November the sheep are brought in 
from Dakota and Montana and col- 
lected in covered barns and fattened 
prior to killing. Tney are fed upon 
screenings from the grain elevators of 
the Northwest. The droppings are 
taken to a drying plant and exposed 
to a moist heat of 350 degrees, long 
enough to kili the germ of any seeds 
which they may contain, and after- 
ward dried and passed through a 
20-mesh sieve, which insures a uniform product. 

The article in commerce usually sold elsewhere is ordinarily dried by 
being exposed to the sun and air and allowed to ferment, by which pro- 
cess it loses most oi its fertilizing qualities and ammonia. By the 
method used in preparing the manure we send out the ammonia is 
retained, making it a mucb more valuable article. 

The grain upon which the sheep are fed is rich in nitrogen, and there- 
fore the product we sell has a larger value than what has heretofore 
been sold under the same nawe.
